Assured Income A Big Administration Surprise

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Nixon administration sprang 
perhaps its biggest surprise 
when it sponsored what amounts 
to a federally assured minimum 
income for the poor of the 
nation. 


This is the heart of the welfare 


reform 
bill the House is 


scheduled to begin debating 
Wednesday — and is expected to 
pass, despite a belated cam- 
paign led by the U.S. Chamber 


of Commerce to defeat it, 
primarily on the ground that it is 
too expensive. 


When the bill came to its first 


test — before a dubious House 
Ways and Means Committee — 
Health, Education and Welfare 
Department officials argued 
long and hard for it, dispelling 
any idea the administration had 
tossed out the proposal to swim, 
or preferably sink. 


As it turned out, the com- 


mittee approved the bill, sub- 


stantially intact, 22 to 3. 
Chairman Wilbur D. Mills, a 
staunch fiscal conservative, 
announced his personal support 
at the last minute and scoffed 
publicly at the idea the House 
would turn down a measure in 
behalf of the elderly, 
the 


disabled and the poor. 


On

an assured cash income for 
needy families picked up im- 


pressive support from business 
men as well as conservative 
economists.

ment of federally financed day- 
care centers.

U.S. Planes Downed

SAIGON (AP) — Two Ut S. 


fighter-bombers were shot down 
in eastern Laos Monday while 
across the border in South 
Vietnam government troops 
reported 496 North Vietnamese 
killed in fighting around the 
besieged Dak Seang Special 
Forces camp. There was no sign 
of any letup in the siege, now in 
its seventh day. 


A propeller-driven Al was 


downed in the Plain of Jars, 
presumably during an attack on 
North Vietnamese forces who 
wrested control of the area from 
Laotian government forces in 
late February. An FlOO jet was 
shot down in the southern 
Laotian panhandle, through 
which the Ho Chi Minn trail 
carries North Vietnamese 
supplies and troops to South 
Vietnam. 


One pilot was killed and the 


other rescued unhurt, the U. S. 
Command said. 


At Dak Seang, eight miles east 


of the Laotian border and 277 
'miles northeast of Saigon, "the 
situation continues to be critical 
with no apparent letup in sight," 
a report from U. S. pilots on the 
scene said. 


U. S. Air Force fighter- 


bombers made scores of raids 
around the camp during the day- 
long fighting and U. S. B52s 
rained 300 tons of bombs on 
enemy targets five miles to the 
northwest. 


The U. S. Command reported 


38 enemy rocket and mortar 
attacks elsewhere in Vietnam 
during the night but said only 13 
caused casualties or damage. 
Five Americans were wounded 
and there was "moderate" 
damage at the Nha Trang Air 
Base on the central coast. 


In Saigon, about 50 disabled 


war veterans clashed twice with 
police Tuesday during the 
second day of a demonstration 
demanding housing, increased 
pensions and medical care.

vironment. 


Dr. Charles A. Berry, medical 


director for Houston's Manned 
Spacecraft Center, said: "We 


certainly would be concerned 
about launching them if there 
was a possibility they could 
develop the disease during the 
mission.

late February. An F100 jet was 
shot down in the southern

If tests show the immunity of 
any of the three is low, their 
chief physician probably will 
recommend that the launching 
be delayed a month. 
Even if their immunity 
is 
high, doctors will be faced with a 
tough decision. 
T here is no m edical e x ­ 
perience in the progress of such 
a disease in a spacecraft en­ 
vironment. 
Dr. Charles A. Berry, medical 
director for Houston’s Manned 
Spacecraft Center, said: 
“We 


certainly would be concerned 
about launching them if there 
was a possibility they could 
develop the disease during the 
mission. 
It certainly 
could 
disable them during the flight.”

Court Rules On Welfare Ceiling 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Supreme Court has ended a long 
winning streak for the nation's 
welfare recipients by ruling that 
states may impose ceilings on 
the amount of aid to any one 
family. 


Such ceilings now are in effect 


in 20 states, and the ruling may 
encourage others to enact their 
own. 


In other major action Monday 


the court ruled that police may 
arrest street speakers who defy 
their orders to move away from 
a hostile crowd.

referendums may be decided by 
other than a simple majority 
without violating the one-man, 
one-vote principle.

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Deserves Solid Support 


John G. Veneman, energetic undersecretary of Health, 


Education and Welfare from Stanislaus County, is pressing for 
curbs on Medicare and Medicaid costs and for practical programs 
for providing needed medical care for the aged and the poor 
without bankrupting the nation. He deserves all the support he can 
get, and should be encouraged to go farther in order that a lot of 
private citizens do not go bankrupt trying to provide medical care 
for their families. 


There are limits on what anyone can do, of course. Aside from 


general inflation and the belated recognition that the heretofore 
almost forgotten low-paid workers deserve some consideration, 
too, there is the important fact that there is greater knowledge and 
consequently more — expensive — care available. 


But practical proposals have been made. Connecticut Senator 


Abraham Ribicoff made some last week, among them more clinics, 
more health centers, more assistants for doctors. Both Ribicoff and 
Veneman cited the West Coast Kaiser Plan as one of the most 
hopeful approaches. Members of the Kaiser plan pay a fixed annual 
rate that covers all care in the system's network of hospitals and 
doctors' clinics. It is claimed that because of the clinics the Kaiser 
plan has shown a lower percentage of hospitalization than the 
national average of both Medicare patients and the population as a 
whole. 


The argument that making use of clinics to keep patients out of 


$100-a-day hospitals sounds sensible. According to one insurance 
study, one out of every eight patients in a hospital is there for X-ray 
or laboratory tests that could be done in a clinic. Another study 
indicated that one out of four surgery cases was minor enough to be 
performed in a clinic. Some persons are in the hospital instead of a 
clinic or a doctor's office because their insurance will pay for 
hospitalization but not for office or clinic care. But that is being 
changed, and it should be. It's a rule that forces total costs up. 
When the total cost is up, people pay more, either directly or 
through higher insurance rates. 


In addition to all other measures to hold medical costs down, 


doctors' fees and the cost of drugs must be taken into account. For 
the supplementary part of Medicare, which includes physicians' 
fees, Veneman made two suggestions. One was ceilings fixed on the 
75tb percentile of the 1969 average customary charges in the area. 
The other is to base the charge on that prevailing for the type of 
service adjusted for changes in wage and price indices. 


Such devices are cumbersome. Something better is called for. 


But experience points to the fact that fees must certainly be taken 
into account when the whole field of health care is considered.

WASHINGTON — A secret 


inquiry 
into 
the 
Asian 


Development Bank, supported 
by the American taxpayers to 
the tune of $200 million, has 
produced evidence of a lolloping 
boondoggle. 


The inquiry was conducted 


behind closed doors by Rep. Otto 
Passman, D-La., the crusty 
arch-foe of foreign aid, who 
dropped out of the fourth grade, 
studied accounting while he 
scratched out a living and 
developed a fierce attachment 
for every dollar he ever earned. 
He now treats the taxpayers' 
dollars with equal tenderness. 


Breathing flame from both 


nostrils, he blistered the bank's 
U. S. representative and 
a 


gaggle of Treasury Department 
officials for not taking better 
care of the taxpayers' $200 
million. 


Before the hearing ended, the 


exasperated Passman was 
moved to exclaim; "I think this 
is the most mismanaged outfit I 
have ever had anything to do 
with! . . .Gentlemen, you are 
taking this country for a ride!" 


The Asian Development Bank 


was founded in 1966 to provide 
loan 
assistance 
to 
un- 


derdeveloped Eastern nations. 
Passman discovered, instead, 
that most of its funds are tied up 
in investments and that almost 
half its profits are squandered 
on overhead. Here are some of 
his secret findings: 


SECRET SCANDAL 


—Although the bank has 


assets of about $452 million, 
loans have been approved for 
less than $140 million. The bank, 
whose purpose is to grant 
development loans, seems more 
interested in seeking investment 
opportunities. 


— In more than three years of 


operation, 
the 
bank 
has 


disbursed only $9.3 million 
against the loan commitments, 
but has spent $11.6 million for 
administrative expenses. This 
shocking disproportion can be 
justified, in small part, by the 
extra 
expense 
of getting 


organized. 


— The bank has 438 people on 


the payroll, not counting the top 
executives. The Export-Import 
Bank, with six times its assets,, 
has only, 364 employes. 


— Last year, the Asian 


Development Bank reported 
$12.9 million in profits. Less than 
two per cent of this came from 
interest, the rest from in- 
vestments. About 45 per cent of 
the profits, $5.6 million all told, 
was eaten up by administrative 
expenses. In contrast, the Ex- 
port-Import Bank spends only 5 
per cent of its profits for 
overhead. 


—The Asian bank, whose loan 


money is supposed to be used 
strictly to develop poor nations, 
has been granting personal 
loans to its staff. 


The U. S. representative, 


Bernard Zagorin, told Passman 
that the bank had invested about 
$100 
million in American 


securities. Yet, despite this 
unused $100 million, the bank 
recently borrowed $15 million. 


ENTERTAINMENT 


By now, Passman was in- 


credulous. 
"Why," 
he 


demanded, 
"would 
it be 


necessary to float bonds and pay 
7 per cent interest on $15 million 
when you had approximately 
$100 million on hand that you 
didn't need for immediate use?" 


Zagorin explained lamely that 


"it is felt necessary to get the 
international money markets 
familiar with the bank and the 
bank's operations." 


When the Louisiana legislator 


began to dig into the bank 
executives' 
entertainment 


expenses — euphemistically 
referred to as the "represen- 
tation allowance" — he found it 
had increased over the past year 
from $24,000 to $44,000. He asked 
why. 


"Because," said Zagorin, 


"more than half of the $44,000 is 
for the office of the presidency 
and for official receptions and so 
forth." 


"He is really living high on the 


hog, 
is he not?" snapped 


Passman. 


"We included a lot of the of- 


ficial conferences hosted by the 
president," mumbled Zagorin. 


"Aren't these people coming 


to you to borrow money?" 
demanded Passman. "These 
people need money. Why in the 
name of goodness do you have to 
entertain some person that is 
coming, hoping that he can get a 
loan and is willing to accept it on 
your terms and catch the same 
plane back that night? Why do 
you have to host them and feed 
them caviar, pink champagne 
and filets?" 


HEATED EXCHANGE 


When he began inquiring into 


the bank's loans to staff 
members, however, perhaps the 
most heated exchange of the 
hearing ensued. 


Passman: "Are you making 


any loans to your btaff mem- 
bers?" 


Zagorin: "Yes, sir." 
Passman: "Could you furnish 


for the record the amount of 
each loan? ... We want to know 
the amount of loans, the rate of 
interest during calendar year 
1969." 


Zagorin: "Mr. Chairman, I 


cannot give it to you by name, 
nor the specific loan." 


Passman: "Why can't you?" 
Zagorin: 
"Because 
the 


president of the bank (Japan's 
Takeshi Watanabe) will not 
disclose that information to me 
for this purpose." 


Passman: "What if you did 


not get any more money? Let 
me say this to you. You are 
telling me that the president of 
the bank, to which we have 
pledged $200 million, will not 
permit this committee to have 
the names of the staff members 
who borrowed money from the 
organization... You will get this 
information for the committee, 
or you will not get anv money."

They are saying — the Right- 


watchers — that American 
Conservatives are not showing 
sufficient enthusiasm for the 
anti-pollution war. I believe that 
the accusation needs un- 
derstanding. 


A few months ago, when all 


the world, as it were on the same 
day, discovered Ecology, I 
ventured privately to predict 
that the enthusiasm for en- 
vironment was in for some 
trouble. What will be the 
reaction — I asked — when the 
Hudson River Anti-Pollution Act 
comes into law providing a 
billion dollars to clean up the 
Hudson and the politician, white 
or black, campaigning in 
Harlem stands up and says, 
"Why are we spending money to 
make life more comfortable for 
the fishes in the Hudson River, 
when we have right here living 
conditions that are intolerable 
for human beings? Are water 
rights greater than human 
rights?" 


And indeed, we have already 


seen a little ideological skep- 
ticism. A midwest SDS group 
has officially abandoned anti- 
pollution as one of its major 
demands, on the grounds that 
now that 
the 
Nixon 
ad- 


ministration has embraced the 
goals, we have an Establish- 
mentarian objective and that's 
no fun. 


The 
politician's 
point, 


although demagogic, is not 
absurd. I (as an individual, and 
as a conservative) deeply yearn 
for clean air and clean rivers. 
But I know that I cannot have 
them, suddenly; and know, 
moreover, that the cleansing of 
the 
environment 
cannot 


reasonably take first priority 
and national attention. Years 
ago, applauding the attitudes of 
Secretary of the Interior 
Stewart Udall, I observed that 
he showed a commendable zeal 
for preserving the open spaces 
of society, but,that sometimes 
he sounded as though he 
resented any human habitation 
whatsoever, on the grounds that 
it might get in the way of a 
meandering buffalo. In point of 
fact there is a built-in conflict of 
interest 
between 
social 


organization 
and 
natural 


abandon: as it is simply 
unrealistic to say, for instance, 
that because automobiles poison 
the air, we are going to do 
without automobiles. 


A scholar in California (who 


desires anonymity for the time 
being) believes that there is 
available to us a "bureaucratic 
approach, and also an "in- 
stitutional" approach. The 
former would consist primarily 


in issuing a complex set of in- 
structions based on telling 
people what they can do, and 
what they cannot do. Almost 
always this is the less desirable 
way of accomplishing national 
objectives; because it involves 
coercion, because it is un- 
discriminating, and because it 
gives rise to an enormous new 
bureaucracy charged with the 
unappealing responsibility of 
overseeing sumptuary laws. 


The institutional approach is 


designed to cause people, as 
individuals, themselves to 
desire and to take the necessary 
steps to force what is socially 
desirable. An example of the 
latter, as distinguished from the 
former, would be the large 
bump in the road that forces the 
driver to slow down his car in 
the roadway; as an alternative 
to the hidden cop or radar unit 
that detects the miscreant. 


Applied to the environment, 


we have in effect a situation 
somewhat as follows: You can 
pour a certain amount of waste 
into the Hudson River, or emit a 
certain amount of carbon 
monoxide into the air over Los 
Angeles, without making the 
water prohibitively impure, or 
the air fatally noxious. The 
problem then is to decide how to 
lessen — without making the 
effort to eliminate — the flow of 
pollutants into the natural 
system. And, as ever, the 
market mechanism comes in not 
necessarily to the rescue, but 
definitely to the aid of the party. 


The way to reduce, for in- 


stance, the emission of dirty 
exhaust into the air by a factory 
burner is not by forbidding the 
factory from emitting it, but by 
taxing a factory according to the 
noxiousness of its exhaust. The 
factory owners then sit down to 
make complicated calculations 
guided 
by 
commercial 


questions. The State responds by 
increasing, or lessening the tax, 
according as it overstrains or 
understrains, the system. The 
manufacturers of filters are 
given an incentive to produce 
filters of varying sensitivity in 
harmony with the likelihood that 
the factory will want Filter A in 
order to effect 
Saving A or 


Filter E to effect Saving E. 
Those few who desire to be 
wanton, may proceed to be 
wanton: at a cost. 


The results are not merely the 


obvious ones. The residual 
benefits are the encouragement 
of an institutional acceptance of 
the national objective in place of 
an authoritarian insistence on 
uniform standards. That is the 
conservative, as distinguished 
from the abstractionist, 
ap- 


proach.

We are, that is, going to 


declare the dollar of 1967 as 
being worth lOO cents. During 
the past 10 years we have 
measured the value of our dollar 
in terms of the period 1957-1959 
equalling 100 per cent. That 
made things look real bad. 


For 
example,

distressing calculations reveal 
that at the close of 1969 the 
dollar was equal to only a bit 
more than 78 cents in terms of 
1967-1960. But in terms of 1967 it 
was worth mort than 90 cents.

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Deserves Solid Support 


John G. Veneman, energetic undersecretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare from Stanislaus County, is pressing for 
curbs on Medicare and Medicaid costs and for practical programs 
for providing needed medical care for the aged and the poor 
without bankrupting the nation. He deserves all the support he can 
get, and should be encouraged to go farther in order that a lot of 
private citizens do not go bankrupt trying to provide medical care 
for their families. 


There are limits on what anyone can do. of course Aside from 
general inflation and the belated recognition that the heretofore 
alm ost forgotten low-paid workers deserve some consideration, 
too, there is the important fact that there is greater knowledge and 
consequently more — expensive — care available. 


But practical proposals have been made Connecticut Senator 
Abraham Ribicoff made some last week, among them more clinics, 
more health centers, more assistants for doctors. Both Ribicoff and 
Veneman cited the West Coast Kaiser Plan as one of the most 
hopeful approaches. Members of the Kaiser plan pay a fixed annual 
rate that covers all care in the system ’s network of hospitals and 
doctors’ clinics. It is claimed that because of the clinics the Kaiser 
plan has shown a lower percentage of hospitalization than the 
national average of both Medicare patients and the population as a 
whole. 


The argument that making use of clinics to keep patients out of 
$10G-a-day hospitals sounds sensible. According to one insurance 
study, one out of every eight patients in a hospital is there for X-ray 
or laboratory tests that could be done in a clinic. Another study 
indicated that one (Hit of four surgery cases was minor enough to be 
performed in a clinic. Some persons are in the hospital instead of a 
clinic or a doctor’s office because their insurance will pay for 
hospitalization but not for office or clinic care. But that is being 
changed, and it should be. It’s a rule that forces total costs up. 
When the total cost is up, people pay more, either directly or 
through higher insurance rates 
*# 
In addition to all other m easures to hold medical costs down, 
doctors’ fees and the cost of drugs must be taken into account For 
the supplementary part of Medicare, which includes physicians’ 
fees, Veneman made two suggestions. One was ceilings fixed on the 
75th percentile of the 1969 average customary charges in the area. 
The other is to base the charge on that prevailing for the type of 
service adjusted for changes in wage and price indices. 


Such devices are cumbersome. Something better is called for. 
But experience points to the fact that fees must certainly be taken 
into account when the whole field of health care is considered.

dropped out of the fourth grade, 
studied

while 
he 
scratched 
out

developed a fierce attachm ent 
for every dollar he ever earned. 
He now treats the taxpayers’ 
dollars with equal tenderness 
Breathing flame from both 
nostrils, he blistered the bank’s 
U. S. representative and 
a 
gaggle of Treasury Department 
officials for not taking better 
care of the taxpayers’ 
$200 
million. 
Before the hearing ended, the 
ex asperated 
P assm an 
was 
moved to exclaim: “ I think this 
is the most mismanaged outfit I 
have ever had anything to do 
with! . , Gentlemen, you are 
taking this country for a rid e!” 
The Asian Development Bank 
was founded in 1966 to provide 
loan 
assistan ce 
to 
un­ 
derdeveloped Eastern nations 
Passman discovered, instead, 
that most of its funds are tied up 
in investments and that almost 
half its profits are squandered 
on overhead Here are some of 
his secret findings 


SECRET SCANDAL 
—Although 
the bank has 
assets of about $452 million, 
loans have been approved for 
less than $140 million. The bank, 
whose purpose is to grant 
development loans, seems more 
interested in seeking investment 
opportunities 
— In more than three years of 
operation, 
the 
bank 
has 
disbursed only $9.3 m illion 
against the loan commitments, 
but has spent $11.6 million for 
adm inistrative expenses. This 
shocking disproportion can be 
justified, in small part, by the 
ex tra 
expense 
of 
getting 
organized 
— The bank has 438 people on 
the payroll, not counting the top 
executives The Export-Import 
Bank, with six times its assets,, 
has only 364 employes 
— L ast y ear, 
the A sian 
D evelopm ent Bank rep o rted 
$12.9 million in profits. Less than 
two per cent of this cam e from 
interest, the rest from in­ 
vestments. About 45 per cent of 
the profits, $5.6 million all told, 
was eaten up by adm inistrative 
expenses. In contrast, the Ex­ 
port-Import Bank spends only 5 
per 
cent 
of 
its 
profits 
for 
overhead. 
—The Asian bank, whose loan 
money is supposed to be used 
strictly to develop poor nations, 
has been granting personal 
loans to its staff. 
The U. S. rep resen tativ e, 
Bernard Zagorin, told Passm an 
that the bank had invested about 
$100 
m illion 
in 
A m erican 


secu rities. Yet, despite this 
unused $100 million, the bank 
recently borrowed $15 million. 


E N T E R T A IN M E N T 
By now. Passm an was in­ 
credulous 
“ W hy,” 
he 
dem anded, 
“ would 
it 
be 
necessary to float bonds and pay 
7 per cent interest on $15 million 
when you had approximately 
$100 million on hand that you 
didn’t need for immediate use?” 
Zagorin explained lamely that 
"it is felt necessary to get the 
international 
money 
markets 
fam iliar with the bank and the 
bank’s operations.” 
When the Louisiana legislator 
began to dig into the bank 
e x e c u tiv e s ’ e n te rta in m e n t 
expenses — euphem istically 
referred to as the “ represen­ 
tation allowance” — he found it 
had increased over the past year 
from $24,000 to $44 000. He asked 
why, 
“ B ecause,” said Zagorin, 
“more than half of the $44,000 is 
for the office of the presidency 
and for official receptions and so 
forth.” 
“ He is really living high on the 
hog, 
is he n o t?” 
snapped 
Passm an. 
“We included a lot of the of­ 
ficial conferences hosted by the 
president,” mumbled Zagorin 
“Aren’t these people coming 
to 
you 
to 
borrow 
m oney?” 
dem anded P assm an. “ These 
people need money. Why in the 
name of guudness do you have to 
entertain some person that is 
coming, hoping that he can get a 
loan and is willing to accept it on 
your term s and catch the same 
plane back that night? Why do 
you have to host them and feed 
them caviar, pink champagne 
and filets?” 


HEATED EXCHANGE 
When he began inquiring into

members, however, perhaps the 
most heated exchange of the 
hearing ensued. 
Passman: “Are you making 
any loans to your ¡staff m em ­ 
bers 
Zagorin: “Yes, sir.” 
P assm an: “Could you furnish 
for the record the amount of 
each loan0 . . . We want to know 
the amount of loans, the rate of 
interest during calendar year 
1969 ” 
Zagorin: “ Mr. Chairman, I 
cannot give it to you by name, 
nor the specific loan.” 
Passm an: “Why can’t you?” 
Zagorin: 
“ B ecause 
the 
president of the bank (Japan’s 
Takeshi 
W atanabe) 
will 
not 
disclose that information to me 
for this purpose.” 
Passm an: "What if you did 
not get any more money? Let 
me say this to you. You are 
telling me that the president of 
the bank, to which we have 
pledged $200 million, will not 
perm it this committee to have 
the names of the staff members 
who borrowed money from the 
organization... You will get this 
information for the committee, 
or you will not get anv money.”

They are saying — the Right- 
w atchers — that A m erican 
Conservatives are not showing

anti-pollution war. I believe that 
the 
accusation 
needs 
un­ 
derstanding. 
A few months ago, when all 
the world, as it were on the same 
day, discovered Ecology, I 
ventured privately to predict 
that the enthusiasm for en­ 
vironment was in for some 
trouble. 
W hat will 
be 
the 
reaction — I asked — when the 
Hudson River Anti-Pollution Act 
comes into law providing a 
billion dollars to clean up the 
Hudson and the politician, white 
or 
black, 
cam paigning 
in 
Harlem stands up and says, 
“Why are we spending money to 
make life more comfortable for 
the fishes in the Hudson River, 
when we have right here living 
conditions that are intolerable 
for human beings0 Are w ater 
rights g re a te r than hum an 
rights?” 
And indeed, we have already 
seen a little ideological skep­ 
ticism. A midwest SDS group 
has officially abandoned anti­ 
pollution as one of its m ajor 
demands, on the grounds that 
now 
th at 
the 
Nixon 
a d ­ 
ministration has embraced the 
goals, we have an Establish- 
m entarian objective and that's 
no fun. 
The 
politician’s 
point, 
although dem agogic, is not 
absurd. I (as an individual, and 
as a conservative) deeply yearn 
for clean air and clean rivers. 
But I know that I cannot have 
them , suddenly; and know, 
moreover, that the cleansing of 
the 
environm ent 
cannot 
reasonably take first priority 
and national attention. Years 
ago, applauding the attitudes of 
S ecretary 
of

In terio r 
Stewart Udall, I observed that 
he showed a commendable zeal 
for preserving the open spaces 
of society, but that sometimes 
he 
sounded 
as 
though 
he 
resented any human habitation 
whatsoever, on the grounds that 
it might get in the way of a 
meandering buffalo. In point of 
fact there is a built-in conflict of 
in terest 
betw een 
social 
organization 
and 
n atu ra l 
abandon: 
as 
it 
is 
sim ply 
unrealistic to say, for instance, 
that because automobiles poison 
the air, we are going to do 
without automobiles. 
A scholar in California (who 
desires anonymity for the time 
being) believes that there is 
available to us a “bureaucratic 
approach, 
and also an 
“ in­ 
stitu tio n a l” 
approach. 
The 
former would consist prim arily 


in issuing a complex set of in­ 
structions based on telling 
people what they can do, and 
what they cannot do. Almost 
always this is the less desirable 
way of accomplishing national 
objectives; because it involves 
coercion, 
because 
it 
is 
un- 
discriminating, and because it 
gives rise to an enormous new 
bureaucracy charged with the 
unappealing 
responsibility 
of 
overseeing sumptuary laws. 
The institutional approach is 
designed to cause people, as 
individuals, 
them selves 
to 
desire and to take the necessary 
steps to force what is socially 
desirable. An example of the 
latter, as distinguished from the 
former, would be 
the large 
bump in the road that forces the 
driver to slow down his car in 
the roadway; as an alternative 
to the hidden cop or radar unit 
that detects the miscreant. 
Applied to the environment, 
we have in effect a situation 
somewhat as follows: You can 
pour a certain amount of waste 
into the Hudson River, or emit a 
certain 
am ount 
of 
carbon 
monoxide into the air over Los 
Angeles, without making the 
water prohibitively impure, or 
the air fatally noxious. The 
problem then is to decide how to 
lessen — without making the 
effort to eliminate — the flow of 
pollutants into the natu ral 
system . And, as ever, the 
m arket mechanism comes in not 
necessarily to the rescue, but 
definitely to the aid of the party. 
The way to reduce, for in­ 
stance, the emission of dirty 
exhaust into the air by a factory 
burner is not by forbidding the 
factory from emitting it, but by 
taxing a factory according to the 
noxiousness of its exhaust. The 
factory owners then sit down to 
make complicated calculations 
guided 
by 
com m ercial 
questions. The State responds by 
increasing, or lessening the tax, 
according as it overstrains or 
understrains, the system. The 
m anufacturers of filters are 
given an incentive to produce 
filters of varying sensitivity in 
harmony with the likelihood that 
the factory will want Filter A in 
order to effect 
Saving A or 
Filter E to effect Saving E. 
Those few who desire to be 
wanton, 
may proceed to be 
wanton: at a cost. 
The results are not merely the 
obvious ones. The residual 
benefits are the encouragement 
of an institutional acceptance of 
the national objective in place of 
an authoritarian insistence on 
uniform standards. That is the 
conservative, as distinguished 
from 
the 
abstractionist, 
ap­ 
proach.

We are, that is, going to 
declare the dollar of 1967 as 
being worth 100 cents. During 
the past 10 years we have 
m easured the value of our dollar 
in term s of the period 1957-1959 
equalling 100 per cent. That 
made things look real bad. 
F or 
exam ple, 
som e 
distressing calculations reveal 
that at the close of 1969 the 
dollar was equal to only a bit 
more than 78 cents in term s of 
1957-1959. But in term s of 1967 it 
was worth m oi# than 90 cents. 
What can be said of the rose — 
a rose is a rose is a rose — 
cannot be said of the dollar. A 
dollar is as good as the base 
against which it is m easured 


And since inflation is a fact of 
life, there is a tendency for the 
dollar to be worth less as it is 
m easured 
ag ain st 
a 
m ore 
distant base. 
The 
governm ent 
isn ’t 
changing the base period simply 
to get a fresh start or to disguise 
the d eterio ratio n in buying 
power, although inevitably those 
will be among the effects. 
The real reason, it explained, 
is that statistics must rem ain 
pertinent for its economic in­ 
dicators, such as the consumer 
price index and the index of 
industrial production. The base, 
therefore, is updated every 
decade. 
A good thing perhaps. How 
would you feel if the government 
used 1939 as the base period and 
you were constantly reminded 
that the Federal Reserve Note in 
your pocket was worth less than 
38 cents? 


Our child is gifted and at 
the age of seven is in a spe­ 
cial class. Are there disadvan­ 
tages in allowing her to pro­ 
gress too rapidly?

Dear Mrs. N.: The so-called 
gifted child seems to be the 
center of an educational focus 
t h a t confuses 
me. More and 
more attention 
is paid to the 
rapid advance 
of such a child 
rather than to 
those w h o s e 
‘‘giftedness’’ is 
not so appar­ 
ent. 
My own ex­ 
perience 
with 
gifted children 
in gifted c l a s s e s in gifted 
schools is that the competi­ 
tiveness there is unfair to the 
child. Too often the special 
teacher assigned to the gifted 
class considers these children 
a personal reflection of her 
own educational ability. 
Many potentially gifted hu­ 
man beings are unrecognized 
and wither because of a lack 
of intellectual nourishment. As 
a parent, and as a physician I 
am more interested in a child’s 
emotional growth and civility 
in relation to children in the 
same age group. To isolate a 
child and put her under the 
pressure of maintaining such 
“giftedness” can do her an 
injustice. Out-of-school direc­ 
tion, and in-class understand­ 
ing of this giftedness can en­ 
courage her without making 
her feel that she is unique. 
If your daughter shows un­ 
due evidence of tension, inves­ 
tigate all possible pressures 
put on her in the classroom. 
For years I have w i s h e d 
that teachers of my daughter 
would give us. in the trim ester 
report, evidence of how well 
she adds, tells the time, knows 
history, and where the equator 
really is. 
Instead, for years, we have 
received a report th at almost 
always said "your daughter 
integrates well with her peers 
and shows evidence of emo­ 


tional security, commensurate 
with her group. Her normal 
aggression a n d hostility is 
only in response to provoca­ 
tion, etc, etc.” The report we 
wanted 
about 
our 
“gifted’’ 
child always turned out to be 
a poor psychological evalua­ 
tion r a t h e r than a simple 
statem ent of “3-R” facts.

Can a playful cat cause an 
infection of the skin with a 
scratch? How can we tell if 
I am allergic to it? 
Miss M. C., New York 
Dear Miss C.: Skin scratches 
caused by a cat do occasion­ 
ally become infected. 
It is 
rare, but does occur. Any deep 
scratch should be cleaned with 
soap and water. A mild anti­ 
septic is an added precaution. 
A virus can be introduced 
under the skin by a cat if it 
harbors it. A condition known 
hs cat scratch fever some­ 
times o c c u r s even after a 
scratch 
wound 
has 
healed 
Fortunately, it is not danger­ 
ous but can be an annoying 
and debilitating condition. 
It is wise to cut the cat’s 
nails short and to keep them 
clean so th at even if the virus 
is present, the danger can be 
minimized. 
There is only one way to 
tell if you are allergic to cat’s 
fur or dander. If you devel­ 
oped any symptoms shortly 
after the cat arrived, a skin 
test can readily show special 
sensitivity. Then a process of 
desensitization can be tried, 
since few cat-lovers w o u l d 
d r e a m of giving their cats 
away. I am sure th a t you 
would rather sneeze than do 
this.

The institutional approach is 
designed to cause people, as 
individuals,

steps to force what is socially 
desirable. An example of 'the 
latter, as distinguished from the 
former, would 
be 
the

bump in the road that forces the 
driver to slow down his car in 
the roadway; as an alternative 
to' the hidden, cop or radar unit 
that detects the miscreant 
Applied to the environment, 
we have in effect a situation 
somewhat as follows 
You can 
pour a. certain amount of waste' 
into the Hudson River, or emit a 
certain 
amount 
of 
carbon 
monoxide into the air over Los 
Angeles, without making the 
water prohibitively impure, or 
'the air fa telly 
noxious, Thel 
problem then is to decide how to 
lessen — without making che 
effort to eliminate — the flow of 
pollutants into the natural 
system . And, as ever, the 
market mechanism comes in not 
necessarily to the rescue, but 
definitely to the aid of the party.

Can a playful cat cause an 
infection of the skin with a 
scratch?
